1. Some of the gain was more 
apparent than real.

The confusion was apparent at 
all 12 principal markets. The 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture -estimated that 41,100 
cattle were received today com- 
pared with 77,700 on deck last 
Monday. 

At Chicago receipts were 7000 
compared with 16,800 a week ago 
and the trading was strong to 50 
cents higher than the previous

As the order went into effect 
there were warnings that it would 
spur black market operations and 
that it amounted to “confiscation.” 

But DiSalle, director of the Of- 
fice of Price Stabilization, said at 
Washington the order is fair and 
necessary. Interviewed on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press,” he said that 
under the regulation prices still 
will be high enough to bring meat 
to market. He denied categori- 
cally that ration books are being 
prepared or that there is any 
present intention of rationing 
meat. But he said that no one 
could make a long-term prediction 
on that subject in the light of the 
uncertain world situation. 


Necessary, Says DiSalle. 
DiSalle today upheld the move 
to trim back meat prices, and told 


reporters: 

“This rollback is a necessary. 
step toward bringing down the 
retail price of beef. If we could 
not take this necessary step when 
livestock is selling at 152 per cent 
of parity, 1 feel that the whole 
stabilization program would be 
wrecked.” 


Here’s what the new order does: 

1. Requires packers to buy 
eattle at prices averaging 10 per 
cent below January levels. 

2. Additional cattle price roll- 
backs of 4½ per cent on the 
first accounting day after July 
29 and again on the first ac- 
counting day after Sept. 30.

These 
remarks show the persistence of 
a major difference of opinion as 
regards procedure. 

However, as regards substance, 
the Government of the Soviet 
Union raises objection only to the 
proposed treatment of (a) For- 
mosa and the Pescadores; (b) the 
Ryukyu and Bonin islands; ic) 
Japan’s future security; and even 
here the differences are only par- 
tial, not total. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s analysis would seem to 
constitute a genuine, if wunin- 
tended, tribute to the regard for 
balanced justice with which the 
draft treaty was prepared.

With respect to the avoidance 
of any future offensive military 
threat from Japan, this is a mat- 
ter of profound concern to the 
United States, which bore the 
burden of Japan’s war of ag- 
gression for nearly four years, as 
against six days of Soviet Union 
belligerency. It is the belief of 
the United States -Government 
that the most effective means -to 
the desired end is to make the 
future security of the Japanese 
area a matter of collective inter- 
national concern, which would as 
a practical matter assure that the 
measures which the Japanese 
might take for their own security, 
would develop as a co-operative 
rather than as a purely national 
project.

Sky Campaign Giving

For the sake of clean elections, it is widely 
agreed, there should be a top limit on campaign 
contributions. That is supposed to be one of the 
purposes of the Corrupt Practices Act. 

How far the act falls short of sérving that 
purpose is shown in a survey made by Con- 
gressional Quarterly, a reference publication 
which, specializes in reporting Congress. The 
survey covers 1950, when the present Congress 


was chosen. It is entitled “Sources af the | 


Money that Elected the Eighty-second Congress.” 

The top limit of $5000 which any one person 
may contribute in any one year to any one 
political group has largely been nullified by two 
devices of evasion, the report shows. The first 


is the device of the multiple donor. Instead of 


one large gift by one individual, the same sum 
is broken up into small gifts by many individuals. 
Most striking: among the many examples of 


multiple donors is that of the DuPont interests. 


Ten per cent-of all the Republican party’s con- 
tributions of $100 or more in 1950 were from 
the DuPont interests. The total came to $98,590, 
but no single contribution was more than $3000 
and several of them were only $500. Thirty-four 
members of the DuPont family and seven offi- 
cials or directors of E. I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co. contributed, so the sum was split 41 ways. 

Other families whose joint contribution to- 
taled more than $5000 included, on the Republi- 
can side, the Mellons, $42,500, the Bentleys, 
$36,000, and the Rockefellers, $23,000. 

These and nine other family groups and in- 
dividuals gave more than one-fourth of the total 
contributions received by the Republicans: 

No combined family contribution comparable 
to any of these was reported on the Democratic 
side. The largest total in family gifts was $12,000 
from the Frankels of Houston and New York. 

A second device which is used to frustrate 
the limit on campaign gifts is that of the multi- 
ple recipient. For the Democrats there were 
six committees of national scope and six branch 
or local groups, 12 in all. For the Republicans 
there were four committees of. national scope 
and 10 branch or local committees, 14 in all. 
These’ recipients took-in $3,000,000 for the Re- 
publicans and $2,800,000 for the Democrats. 

Together, the multiple donor and the multiple 
recipient have knocked the $5000 ceiling into 
a cocked hat. “While the letter of the law has 
been observed,” comments Congressional Quar- 
terly, “the growing number of specially desig- 
nated committees has made this ceiling meaning- 
less for all practical purposes.” ? 

Clearly the Corrupt Practices Act needs 
amending to plug the loop-holes, which now 


~ have attained the numbers of a sieve, It will be 


difficult to do away with ‘the fiction of the mul- 
tiple donor, but perhaps some thought might be 
given to limiting the combined contribution of 
the members of a family or representatives of 
a corporation. 

The proliferation of committees to receive 
gifts might be stopped, or even rolled back, by 
some tough definitions as to what constitutes a 
separate group for the purposes of the $5000 
limit. No easy solution will be forthcoming, we 
would imagine, and what solutions are ventured 
may never be complete. So much depends on 
the intent involved both in giving and in taking. 

But we do not despair of improving the mat- 
ter by discussion and by Willingness to try any 
proper method that holds promise of bulwarking 
the ballot box against the pressures of money. 


State Senator Webbe’s Mind 

It would be interesting to look into State 
Senator Webbe’s mind. Then it might be possi- 
ble to get some idea of his motives for blocking 
the Third Street interregional highway. His 
obstructionism already has caused $11,000,000 in 
highway funds, originally earmarked for St. 

If the new 
Webbe bill, which would prevent construction 
for another two years is adopted by the Legis- 
St. Louls stands to lose another 
$10,000,000. 

What does Senator Webbe stand to gain? A 
few hundred votes perhaps? But machinery ex- 
ists for finding other dwellings for those of his 
constituents still in the area. Or does he enjoy 
the perverse satisfaction of standing in the way 
of progress? Does he get a thrill out of stand- 
ing against the aspirations of the community?

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Underdog Under Grass 


Any fellow worth his salt ought to stoop 
to defense of the underdog, ani we are in 
receipt of an ominous bulletin from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey on how to get rid of 
earthworms. Beg pardon while we stoop. 

The survey bulletin accuses the retiring lit- 
tle earthworm of causing “unsightly mounds” 
on lawns and “trouble in flower beds.” An 
entomologist reports that worms can be de- 


_ stroyed by a sprinkling formula. This creates 


the lowest form of underdog imaginable, since 
an earthworm is even lower than a. gnat’s 
eyelash. — : | 

Yet the little earthworm has long had the 
respect of the veteran gardener with the green 
thumb. And the Encyclopaedia Britannica, in 
a learned discussion of 1000 varieties of earth- 
worms, reports that they help aerate the soil 
and produce: subsoil, which Darwin. discovered. 
In fact, the only thing that could be held against 
earthworms is that they are hermaphrodite, and 
it is a little late to do anything about that. 

Even leaving entomology out of it, however, 
the survey ought to keep its sprinkling formula 


top secret. For the best opinion is that earth- 


worms should be taken alive. They should be 
hunted with spades, not sprinklers, and only on 
the early morning of a lazy day, with a bit of 
shade, a slow stream and a fish in mind. — 
At such times the earthworm is man’s best 
friend, and an elemental principle of natural 
history. Hence we wonder if the Illinois Nat- 


ural History Survey wasn't thinking about some 


other sprite under grass. Maybe a mole?

Israel has all the exuberance of a young nation 
and all the pride of an ancient one.

There must have been some raised eyebrows 
among the members of the American College of 
Physicians who heard an American Medical As- 
sociation official wonder out loud whether it is 
good to keep people alive as long as possible. 

Doctors and their patients accept that propo- 
sition as the first article of a physician’s faith. 
But A.M.A.. Economist Frank Dickinson com- 
plained that the 20-year increase in American 
life expectancy in the last half century has, 
among other things, disrupted that “doctor-pa- 
tient relationship” the A. M. A. likes to invest 
with a mystic aura. 

Mr. Dickinson looked nostalgically at the days 
when doctors could not cure; but only hover sym- 
pathetically and helplessly around dying chil- 
dren’s bedsides. “Strong as are the bonds of 
shared joy, even stronger are the bonds of 
shared sorrow,” he said. 

If there be somebody who is not convinced 
by that thought, Mr. Dickinson has another 
reason for questioning the wisdom of prolonging 
life. Today’s longer life span has increased the 
financial burden of supporting the older mem- 
bers of the population, he said.

Perhaps Mr. Dickinson would be hap- 
pier if the clock could be turned back 50 years, 
when people were dying younger. But that is 
impossible, and most. persons, enjoying their 
extra 20 years of life, will not join Mr. Dickin- 
son in shedding any tears in regret. 
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Lifting the Symphony Tax 

Significant aid to cultural enterprises like 
the St. Louis symphony orchestra is promised 
by the House Ways and Means Committee, 
which has voted to exempt such non-profit or- 
ganizations from the federal admissions tax. 

As we have pointed out before, the amount of 
revenue raised by this tax is not significant 
enough to outweigh the severe handicap—often 
the difference between solvency and deficit— 
which it places on worthy civic endeavors. If 
the exemption is approved by House and Senate, 
the Treasury may lose $16,000,000 a year—which 
is not much in a 70 billion dollar budget. The 
tax was imposed during World War II on the 
promise that it would be lifted immediately 
afterwards. The promise should be fulfilled. 

Last year the House approved a similar ex- 
emption but the Senate Finance Committee 
knocked it out. We hope the Senators will 
take a more enlightened view this time.

You have read my frequent ad- 
monition that the secret of getting 
along with people is an apprecia- 
tion of the fact that everybody sub- 
scribes to the motto, “I want to 
feel important.” 

It makes us feel important when 
others remember our names. And 
the more distinguished the other 
party is, or the longer the lapse of time since we were intro- 
introduced to him, the more important we feel to have him 

recall us from the thousands he must have met in the interval. 
* * * 

4 OUR MEMORIES ARE ALL about on a par as regards 
our ability to retain impressions that have once been clearly 
made in our nervous system. Poor memories usually mean we 
were inattentive when we made our first contact with the 
people or things which we later hoped to recall. 

‘If you wish to remember a name or any other bit of in- 
formation, first get it clearly in mind. This usually means 
that you must hear the name clearly and distinctly or see it 


in writing. 


In the usual social introduction, however, we often fail to . 


hear the name distinctly, so our original impression is hazy. 
So get your data or names straight at the outset! And the 
more sense organs that are stimulated in this process, the 
greater the likelihood of recall. Thus, if you can hear a name 
and also see it in writing or print, you are better off than if 
you only hear the name, or only see it.

IMMEDIATELY AFTER an introduction, conjure up on 
the new name in your imagination, visualizing it as printed on 
a huge blackboard in front of your eyes, Then use the name 
as soon as possible, if you only whisper it to yourself, for 
muscular action helps indelibly impress an item in memory.

HE National Geographic So- 
T ciety in Washington had shown 

us reports and dramatic mag-

.They were so voracious that, if 
one of them fastened on to a piece 
of meat and remained on the 
hook, another came and began to 
eat its captured kinsman.

We were reminded that they 
lay floating in the darkness with 
phosphorescent eyes and that 
their arms were long enough to 
feel about in every small corner 
of the raft, if they did not care 
to come right on board.

over the bamboo deck and lay 
in a pool around the squid. We 
wrote a page or two in the log- 
book with cuttlefish ink, which 
was like Indian ink, and then 
flung the baby overboard for the 
pleasure of the dolphins.

Many people 
are walking around and doing 
their jobs with just one frontal 
brain lobe each.

Therefore, a whole group of pre- 
viously entirely mysterious dis- 
eases are being recognized as 
“diseases of adaptation.” 

Your body is an ingeniously 
constructed tough mechanism for 
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of skin which are ordinarily used 
for steering and quiet swimming 
in the water. 

But our experience showed that 
defenseless young squids, which 
are a favorite food of many large 
fish, can escape their pursuers by 
taking to the air in the same way 
as flying fish. They had made 
the principle of the rocket air- 
craft a reality long before human 
genius hit upon the idea.

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HE fact that cuttlefish can 
“glide” has been a novelty to 
all the zoologists we have met. 

As the guest of natives in the 
Pacific I have often eaten squid; 
it tastes like a mixture of lobster 
and India rubber. But on board 
the Kon-Tiki squid came last on 
the menu. If we got them on 
deck gratis, we just 
them for something else.
